The Law Offices of Hernandez A Schapiio, Inc., Califomia 8̂  Congressional District Candidate Angela Valles, 
Rick Roelle, in his official capacity as Treasurer, and the Committee to Elect Angela Valles to California 8̂  
Congressional District C*Valles Campaign") are in receipt of Irmalinda Tapia*s complaint against Angela Valles 
and Rick Roelle. dated May 22,2012. 

The Valles Campaiga paid Bl Dorado Broadcaster LLC ("Radio Station̂ ^ for die political radio advertisements. 
The Valles Campaign paid the Radio Station for 122 radio spots for tfae mondi of May. The cost of running tfae 
twelve (12), sucty (60) second, advertisements that are the s^eci ofthe complaint was $250.75, see attached 
schedule. The Valles Campaign recognizes that die advertisements fall under 11 C.F.R. 100.26 and therefore are 
subject to the requirements of 11 C.F.R. § 110.11 (cX3K0 as a radio transmission. Ms. Valles ran two 
advertisements with El Dorado Broadcaster LLC. Ooe advertisement ran with foil, complete and proper 
disclaimers. The second advertisement, the one subject to tfais complaint, ran widiout die "Stand By Your Ad 
Provision" twelve (12) times. 

On May 17*̂ , 2012, Ms. Valles noticed dmt the advertisements that are the subject of diis complaint did not have 
the proper disclaimer and immediately notified tfae Radio Station. Tfae Radio Station corrected the 
adveitisements the veiy next day. Although Ms. Valles inadveitendy omitted stating Angela Valles approved 
die message, die advertisements all started by her clearly identî ng herself as Angela Valles and ended with 
her properly disclaimmg the advertisement was paid by tfae Committee to Elect Angela Valles. 
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The Valles Campaign had radio transmissions with El Dorado Broadcaster LLC that au»d before and after these 
twelve advertisements that folly complied with the "Stand By Your Ad Provision." Additionally, there were 
other advertisements tfaat aired the same days that had complied witfa the requuements of the "Stand By Your 
Ad Provision" at both tfae El Dorado Radio Station and at otfaer radio broadcasting stations. 

^ Altiiough Ms. Valles takes responsibility for inadvertendy omitting the proper diselaimer, all ofthe other radio 
^ broadcasting stations that ran advertisements for the Valles Campaign ran her advertisements ensuring tfaat the 
ITN! proper disclaimers were presem in die advertisements. 

^ After recognizing the omission, Ms. Valles immediately checked all of her advertisements to confirm all were m 
^ compliance with Commission regulations. Afterwards, Ms. Valles fanplemented enhanced compliance measures 
^ in order to ensure that all foture public communications contain the disclaimers required by Commission 
H regulations. This inadvertent omission was noticed and corrected before the reoeipt of this complaint. The 

Valles Campaign has auice con̂ ilied widi all disclaimer regulations. 

(3iven the inadvertent and technical nature of the disclaimer omission in this matter, as well as die very low 
amount of money spent on tfae advertisements, S2S0.7S, tfae ValLes Campaign believes it is appropriate for tfae 
Commission to take no forther action and dismiss the complakt based upon prosecutorial discretion pursuant to 
Heclder v. Chan̂ , 470 U.S. 821 (1985).
